Surgeon Is Sentenced to Jail 
In the Theft of 70 Rare Coins 


A California surgeon was sentenced 
to six months in jail and fined $1 mil- 
lion after his plea of guilty in State Su- 
preme Court in Manhattan to charges 
that he stole an estimated $1 million in 
rare coins, District Attorney Robert M. 
Morgenthau said yesterday. 

The surgeon, Dr. Juan Suros, 49 
years old, of Coronado, Calif., was 
charged with stealing about 70 rare 
coins and medals from the American 
Numismatic Society's headquarters at 
Broadway and 155th Street. When ar- 
rested a year ago, Dr. Suros was in 
Manhattan to receive an award from 
the society. The police said they found 
13 of the stolen coins in his briefcase.
